Russian Fleet Engages in Significant 
Maneuvers—Kwangsi Rebellion.

VICTORIA, June 16—The steamer 
Victoria arrived this afternoon: from 


the Orient. It brought news that a naval 


demonstration was being he!d in con- 
nection with the situation in the Far 
Bast by the Japanese-British fleets at 


Chee Foo. A number of United States 


warships were also present. 


The Tien-Tsin correspondent of the 
Tokyo Azalli says some American war- 
ships have of late entered the Yellow 
Sea and have landed several engineers 
at Newchwang and on the Yalu River 
for the purpose of surveying: these dis- 
tricts. It is also stated that a large 
number of Americans have lately been 
entering Manchuria to inspect the ter- 
ritory and to watch the movements, of 


the Russians there. 
The Chuo says that on May 15 fif- 


ten Russian warships were taking part 
in the maneuvers in the sea off Dalny 
which they entered that evening, and 


whence they sailed for Port Arthur cn 


the 17th. A portion of the fleet plays the 
part of the Japanese navy, while the 


ships that came to the Far East re- 
centiy play that of the Russian navy. 
Alexieff is commanding tne 
movements of the ships from his flag- 
ship, the Buric.

Oska Mainichi reports that 5000 
Chinese coolies have arrived at New- 
chwang from Tien-Tsin and Che-Foo 
en route to Manchuria, to engage in 
railway work, and construction of forti- 
fications and barracks for the Rus- 
sians. 

Shanghai papers give translations 
from the Tung Wen Hupao of an al- 
leged telegram dated May 12, from 
Chang Chih Tung at Peking to the act- 
ing Viceroy at Wu Chang Paste Fang 
‘as regards the Russian conditions the 
government is in a state of great per- 
plexity. In my opinion these condi- 
tions should be formally rejected. If 
the Russians maintain their demands, 
we should beg the court. to transfer 
the seat of government to Nanking, 
and declare war on Ruesia.” 

The Peking authorities have received 
a telegraphic message from Hunan 
saying that owing to the spread of the 
Kwangsi: insurrection in the districts 
near the frontier between Yunan and 
Kwei Chow provinces, the troops in 
Hunan province have been mobilized 
so as to be ready against any attack 
ou the part of the insurgents.

She appealed for an order for the 
arrest of her husband because he 
spends most of his time in the West 
and has no business or property in 
New York, and is about to leave the 
United States to evade her action for 
divorce and alimony.

The rain 
was not falling In’ Heppner, but could 
be seen some distance away. Sharp 
and vivid flashes of lightning were ac- 
companied by howling thunder. Then 
suddenly the thunder storm died 
away and left an ominous _ silence. 
The noise subsided. Then a low, rum- 
bling nolse was heard, very faint at 
first, but growing louder. 

“The city is situated on Willow 
Creek, which makes a sharp turn 
above the city. As this noise grew 
louder and louder, the people became 
frantic. But in a moment the van of 
the flood burst in view around the 
curve of the creek, carrying in 
crest the cabins and houses’ which 
stood in its path. Then the people 
made a rush to the hills, but were too 
late, the flood was upon them. The 
little river, which is ordinarily ten 
feet wide and six inches deep, in five 
minutes was transformed into a roar- 
ing torrent 400 feet wide, and 20 feet 
deep. Houses were lifted from’ foun- 
dations and carried on the swirling 
waters. Resistance was impossible. 
Everything was swept before the rush 
of the flood. People were caught in 
their homes and forced to crawl! out 
on the roof. Then, as the house 
moved down the stream, they caught 
onto trees and hung there until morn- 
ing, when they were rescued. The 
depot was left standing. also the two 
warehouses containing two and one- 
half million pounds of wool.” 

Mr. Ball sald?! “The rush of the 
waters was something long to be re- 
membered. Without any warning 
they came. Houses were swept away 
like a pile of excelsior. A man could 
not stand in the water, if only three 
feet deep.

Social lines are all erased in the dis- 
aster. The aristocracy of the town 
delves in the mud with the lowly. 

Medicines are not needed here, neither 
are physicians nor nurses. The town 
must-be cleaned up if it would escape 
pestilence. It must have more men to 
help clean up, and provisions to feed 
them would be welcome. Many fam- 
ilies are entirely destitute, ail their 
worldly possessions having been car- 
ried away. The whole row of houses 
next to the creek Was swept away. 
Spectators of the calamity describe the 
siructures as falling like card houses. 
The dwellings were tossed about like 
bobbins and most of them fell com- 
pletely to pieces. The town had per- 
haps 250 houses, nearly two hundred of 
which were demolished. , 

The whole business part of town 
would have been swept away had not 
the Palace Hotel, a heavy brick struct- 
ure, diverted the current. Houses on 
brick foundations fared better than 
others because the flood could not so 
easily wash under them. Only a few

THE PRESIDENT’S CREDIT. 
The Executive Committee of the 
Western Federation of Miners, in ses- 
sion at Denver, Colo., has adopted 
resolutions “severely censuring’’ the 
President of the United States for or- 
. dering troops to be sent to Morenci, 
Ariz.. for the purpose of quelling the 
disturbance raised by striking miners 
there. The resolutions of censure re- 
: cite that “as a member of the Brother- 
heod of Locomotive Firemen the Pres- 
ident, by his action, has been guilty 
of treason to the principles of or- 
ganized labor.” An appeal is made 
to “the toilers of the nation, as such,” 
urging them “to array themselves on 
the political ground in 1904, and use 
the franchise of citizenship to over- 
throw at the ballot box a system that 
demands for its maintenance and per- 
petuation the murderous employment 
of barbarism.” 

In the language of 
“wouldn't that jar you?” 
The Western Federation:of Miners 
‘Is the same organization that, on two 
‘ different occasions, by ballot, declared 
in favor of Socialism by an  over- 

whelming majority.

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NEASY MONARCHS. 

Gilbert's line may soon be para- 
phrased to read: “The monasch’s 
lot is not a happy one.” The truth 
of the saying, “uneasy lies the head 
that wears a crown,” has been strik- 
ingly verified during the past week, 
in the case of the brutal assassination 
at Belgrade. It is not surprising to 
learn that some of the other European 
monarchs are beginning to worry, and 
to wonder who will be the next to be 
struck down. That abject coward, the 
Sultan of Turkey, is said to have been 
so much unnerved by the event that 
he has forbidden anybody te re 
fer to the assassination, telling them, 
in speaking of the affair, to mention 


the “death” of the Servian ruler and 


his consort. 

It would certainly be awkward for 
the European rulers, if it should be- 
come the fashion, to shove a revolver 
and a document under their noses, and 
tell them to “abdicate or die.” In the 
case of the Servian monarch it seems, 
according to some of the stories, that 
he Was not even given the chance to 
abdicate, being told that it was too 
late for that. 

To Americans it appears remarkable 
that a nation, after going through. so 
unfortunate an experience, should feel 
it necessary to select another individ- 
ual to rule over them, instead of rul- 
ing themselves. We are told that 
there has been some talk at the Ser- 
vian capital of a republic among the 
more enlightened people who have 
lived in Switzerland and other coun- 
tries, but all the newspapers are said 
to have opposed the plan, and the re- 
formers have not many followers 
among the people-——at least, so far as 
one may judge from the censored 
dispatches which have been permitted 
to come out. There is no doubt, haw- 
ever, that democratic doctrine is slowly 
but surely percolating through the 
public mind of Europe. The monarchs 
do a. they can to stifle and discourage 
such an idea, for they know full well] 
that every new republic established in 
Europe means another nail in the 
coffin of divine right. However. it is 
only a matter of time, and not a very 
long time, before most of the countries 
of Europe will become republics, fol- 
lowing the example of Switzerland and 
France. Among the first to take this 


step will probably be Belgium and 


the Scandinavian peninsula, followed 
closely by Germany, where socialism 
has obtained a strong foothold. Eng- 
land is likely to wait some time before 
making a change, for the reason that 
Great Britain is today practically a 
republic, presided over by the man 
who happens to hold the office of 
Prime Minister, the English sovereign 
possessing only a smal! fraction of the 
power that is exercised by a President 
in the United States. 


ISTORY. 


by the wholesale assassination in Bel- 
grade is the difficulty of learning the 
truth of history. Here was an event 
to which there were a number of eye 
witnesses—probably a score or so-—-yet 
the stories that have come over the 
wires vary in a most’ extraordinary 
manner, leaving the reader in doubt 
as to what the real facts of the case 
may have been, except that about 
half a dozen people were ruthlessly 
slain. One story has it that the King 
repulsed the intruders in a command- 
ing manner, and rejected their pro- 
posals, whereas another declares that 
he fell on his knees, and pleaded pit- 
eously for mercy, offering to abdicate, 
to send away the Queen, or to do any- 
tning that the conspirators asked, but 
was told that it was too late. Again, 
one story states that the bodies of the 
King and Queen were thrown from a 
window to the ground. below, their 
spines being broken, while another 
declares that this is absolutely untrue. 
So it goes, all along the line, and the 
real facts of the case promise to re- 
main as deeply wrapped in mystery 
as are the facts relating to the tragic 
death of Prince Rudolph of Austria. 
In the latter case, however, there were 
few eyewitnesses tq—the scene, and 
they were promptly taken care of. 
The thought that occurs to ome 
is this: If, in this age of telegraphs, 
and telephones, and daily newspapers, 
with news-hungry reporters, it is so 
difficult to obtain the plain facts about 
an important event, how much im-’ 
portance can we attach to the history 
that comes down to as from a period 
when the arts of writing and reading 
were confined to the priesthood, and 
when there were no printing presses 
to quickly record. the events of the day 
Judging from what we see around us. 
nowadays, it is not at all surprising 
to find that authors differ so greatly 
in regard to the facts of history. Many 
of our leading historic idols are be- 
ing shattered, nowadays. We have 
been called upon to give up William 
Tell and Arnold von Winkelreid and 
other heroes whom we had learned to 
love, and recently we were told that 
there was no such ship as the May- 
flower—or, at least, that there is ng 
authentic record of the Pilgrim fathers 
having come over in a vessel of that 
name. Perhaps, a thousand years 
hence, learned men will be seriously 
debating whether William Jennings 
Bryan was a King of Ireland or ® 
President of the United States. . 


Elsewhere The Times prints letters 
from correspondents opposed to the 
purchase of the Childs place 
and the building -of a conven- 
tion hall thereon. The Times gives 
publicity te these communicationg, in 
pursuance of its policy of airing all 
sides of a question. It is difficult to 
see, however, how the city could make 
a mistake in purchasing the Childs 
property at a reasonable figure. Its 
cemral location and ample bounds 
make it an idea! location for the pro- 
posed hall, while its value is certain 
to increase. A test vote taken by the 
Convention Hall Committee showed an 
overwhelming public sentiment in favor 
of the Childs place, as against all com- 
petitors. The gentlemen in charge of 
the enterprise and the City Fathers are 
proceeding with wise deliberation in the 
matter, involvihe as it does the ex- 
penditure of $1,000,000 or thereabouts, 
as well as other grave considerations. 
The city needs and must have a con- 
vention hall; but the ways and means 
are to be carefully canvassed, and the 
time to strike will be when the iron 
has been duly heated. ; 


Commenting on the strike of certain 
hotel employés in Chicago (with results 
disastrous to the strikers,) the Los An- 
geles Hotel Gazette “in interest of 
hotel employés," advises that class of 
workmen to avoid a trial of strength 
with employers, for the following fea- 
sons: “First, the hotel men are reason. 
able in their dealings with their em- 
ployés; second, they are easy of access 
in the event of grievances; third, they 
represent great wealth, equal to the 
banking interests of the country; 
fourth, hotel men possess more than 
average ability; fifth, while they be- 
lieve in dealing justly with their em- 
ployés, they have enough independence 
to assert themselves when occasion de- 
mands. The foregoing reasons would 
make a strike of hotel employés end in 
failure.” The advice is sound. 

Judging from the reports that come 
to hand, it looks as if Jackson and 
the surrounding country in Kentucky 4s 
a section that stands in urgent need of 
a little martial law, and subsequently 
of the ministrations of a few earnest 
missionaries. It would not do any 
harm, and might do much. good, if a

What is the matter with this old 
world of ours, anyhow? -@eareely a day 
passes without the reporfing of some 
dreadful catastrophe, due to aberra- 
tions of the weather, or of the hidden 
forces of the earth—floods and _  tor- 
nadoes, earthquakes, and other catas- 
trophes that destroy hundreds, or evei 
thousands of people. Capinot some of 
our learned scientists tell.us what is 
the cause of such extraordinary and 
unwelcome frequency of calamities? It 
would not, probably, enable us to pre- 
vent them, but it .would at least be a 
negative kind of satisfaction to know 
what they mean. ,

It is true that in- 
terest payments would decrease, but 
repairs upon a deteriorating building 
would offset the interest-saving. The 
purchase of an entire block north of 
Pico street for less than $200,000 would 
undoubtedly never be regretted. A 
somewhat compact audlorium, rather 
than a structtrre straggling over a 
whole block and costing perhaps an- 
Other $200,000, would probably be the 
kind which private capital would erect. 
The Huntington station, Stxth and 
Main streets, oceupying about half a 
biock, is valuable for comparison, and 
eu the possibility of a convention 
hall and a polytechnic school in one 
block and a fraction. Economy and 
judgment will win a convention hall. 
Splurge and realty schemes will de- 
feat the project. ,

Convention Hall Site. 


LO8 ANGELES, June 16—{To the 
Editor of The Times.) In selecting a 
site for a convention hall for a grow- 
ing city like our own, there are a great 
many points to be considered. The 
two most important of these, to my 
mind, worth considering are: access to 
the building @nd the “rend of the city’s 
growth. There are at the present time, 
1 belleve, three sites under discussion: 
the Hypntington property, on Main 
street; the Fiesta Park property; and 
the block bounded by Eleventh and 
Twelfth streets and Flower and Fig- 
ueroa. I have lived in Los. Angeles 
since 1884; have watched the growth of 
the city, which has been a very rapid 
one to the south and west. which fact 
will be borne out by any of our old res- 
idents: and in my opinion the last 
named site ‘a* the same money” is by 
far the most desirable as a location for 
our convention hall. In the way of car 
service there are four different lines 
passing the property, and two others 
that pass within two blocks. . The 
service On all these lines is the best in 
the city. If this property can be bought 
at a reasonable figure, it seems to me 
that it has many advantages over 
either of the other sites. In the rainy 
season a great amoun* of water runs 
down Main street, making it almost 
impossible to make a landing at the 
Huntington property. while the ele- 
ments do not interfere with the Figue- 
_ Then, again. we have 
in the tmmediate neighborhood the 
Woman’sClub House and several of the 


largest churches in the city: and to the ‘ 


south and west we have a great major- 
ity of our handsomest homes and a 
large percentage of the wealth of ‘he 
city. In my opinion it would be a 
crime for the committee to pay Mr. 
Huntington 500,00) for a piece of prop- 
erty which cost him only $200,000 about 
two years ago, and which for conven- 
tion purposes is not so valuable to she 
city as many others. Look into this 
matter, gentlemen. Go a little slow, 
and make the best selection you can 
for the growth of our fair city.

Mable, and “he throws stones!”

We*had 
nothing to cover’ up, and appreciate 
his fair-mindedners in making the 
statement that everything was open to 
him. The result of his work will be 
presented to the Board of Supervisors 
and will speak for itself.

FAVORABLE CONDITIONS. 

Where local conditions are favorable 
smelting can be done to the beset ad- 
vantage at or tear the mines, but it is 
in comparatively few cases that all of 
the favorable factors are found. The 
mine must’ be of fair size to furnish 
sufficient ionnage of ore to warrant 
ithe erection of an expensive smelter: 
the ores must be free-smelting or nec- 
essary ores or barren fluxes for smelt- 
ing readily available; tue! must be 
readily accessible or roads existing 
that will allow the receipt of fuel at 
prices not prohibitive. There must also 
be sufficient water for the operation of 
the furnaces. The great uplift that in- 
cludes the major portions of New Mex- 
leo, Arizona, Chihuahua and Sonora is 
a semi-arid region with a very uncer- 
tain water supply, the heavy rains of 
summer being succeeded with severe 
droughts lasting many months. The 
Water supply from the streams is eked 
out by wells, and in the mountains, 
where the mines are; the water supply 
is often too scant for satisfactory 
smelting operations, The question of 
farnace-mixtures that give satisfac- 
tory results is a serious one at many 
properties. 

It is for these reasons that EF) Paso 
levies tribute upon the mines of the 
two repubNes, and will continue tu ex- 
act toll for all time to come. The very 
argest mines may eventually do their 
own smelting and minor smelting 
centers may arise at various favorable 
points, but the reduction Works at Ei 
Paso, thanks to unequaled rail con- 
nections, ample supply of water and 
coal, and ability to draw freely upon 
mines producing every grade and kind 
of ore, must flourish While the mines 
are worked, 

This town has pever had a ‘“boem” 
of the sort that most western towns 
have shad to pass through. Perhaps 
it is Che better for it, There are some 
indications that the piace is in danger 
of booming. No artificial stimulus is 
needed. Fl Paso has grown, strictly 
on its merits, to be the largest city 
betwen fan Antonio and Los Angeles. 
This position it should more than 
maintain, passing San Antonio and 
eventually rivaling Los Angeles in 
population, industry and wealth.

‘MAKES WOOD LAST. 


A New Method of Forest Economy. 
Cheap Timbers, When Treated, Take 
the Place of High-grade Woods. 

of Forestry  Bulletin:) 


«The rapid d@sappearapce of the best 


American timbers has developed a new 
method of economy, which is, in brief, 
that inferior timbers shall be pressed 
into service and by proper seasoning 
and preserving be made to take the 
place of those more valuable. 


The idea is the imevitable outcome of 


wasteful cutting, long continued, which 
has culled the forests of their best 
trees, so that industries requiring high- 
grade woods at a low cost are less and 
lees able to obtain supplies at a price 
which they can afford to pay. hite 
oak, for example, was for many years 
practically the only wood used for rafi- 
road ties. So abundant and cheap was 
this timber that it never occurred to 
the railroads it weuld not always con- 
tinue to be abun t and cheap. Ties 
were laid without seasoning two days 
after they had been hewn, or were left 
to He and decay in ditches of water be- 
fore they were put in the track. But 
conditions have changed; white oak for 
ties, fence posts, giles, and other com- 
mon purposes cannot be used to the 
same extent as formerly, and its place 
has largely been taken by inferior tim- 
be 


ra. 

It is not enough that forestry on a 
large scale replace the present wasteful 
methods of cutting, since forestry can. 
not make up immediately for what has 


been lost. It is essential, while admin- 


istering wisely to forests which still re- 


main, that the timbers cut be now put 


to their highest use; that a good tim- 
ber be put only to a high-grade pur- 
pose, and that a poor timber be substi- 
tuted for a good timber whenever it 
will do the work required. aor 
This kind of forest economy the Bu- 
reau of Forestry, having in mind the 


increasing demand for good timbers 


and the diminishing forest resources, 
has persistently urged and encour- 
aged. By every available means it has 
attempted to find uses for woods not 
now regarded as merchantable, and to 
substitute them for woods rarer but 
better known. The railroads, especially 
enormous consumers of w . have 
been impressed with the necessity for 
such a substitution. Lodge-pole pine 
in the Northwest has been laid as ties 
during the past year instead of bull 
pine. Shortlkeaf and loblolly ties will 
probably soon replace those of long- 
leaf in Mississippi, Louisiana, and Tex- 
as. Hemlock and tamarack may take 
the place of oak and pine in Other parts 
of the country; and when oak is used 
at all for ties, it will be the inferior 
species instead of the valuable white 


The substitution of low-grade for 
high-grade timbers depends on what 
can be done to increase the lasting 
powers of the substitutes; _in~ other 
words, it depends on timber preserva- 
tion. Special treatment must so pro- 
long the Hfe of the inferior timbers, 
and at a cost so small as to make the 
investment a good one. 

In the first of a series of bulletins 
om problems in timber preservation 
just issued by the Bureau of Forestry 
as Bulletin 41, “Seasoning Timber,” 
by Hermann von Schrenk. the season- 
ing which precedes the preservation 
treatment is dealt with. Dr. Von 
Schrenk’s seasoning experiments, made 
largely in codperation with railroad 
companies, although still in the pre- 
have already develop.

In Europe. all raiiroad ties, bridge 
materials, telegraph poles, fence posts, 
etc., are commonly seasoned, the time 
of seasoning varying from several 
months to two years. In this country 
the tremendous development of the in- 


dustries that require bullding lumber 
has pressed the lumber manufacturer 
so hard that he is forced to send out a 
poor product, which the consumer is 
willing to take in that condition rather 


than wait for thoroughly seasoned ma- 
terial Properly seasoned material

One of the interesting facts brought 


out by Dr. Von Schrenk’s study is that, 
as a rule, high-grade. timbers like white 
oak and longleaf pine, being very much 
denser than timbers of low grade, are 


not so readily penetrated as the ‘atter 
by the preservative fluid: and that it 
is, therefore, much more economical to 
treat a low-grade, porous wood like 
beech, which ordinarily lasts only four 
or five years, than a high-grade tim- 
ber. Beech so treated hes outlasted 


oak several times. For a similar rea- 


son, “it would be a grewt waste,”’ gays 
Dr. Von Schrenk, “to attempt the 
treatment of white oak or longleaf 
pine, when better results will be ob- 
yo by using loblolly pine or red 


Dr. Von Sechrenk’s bulletin comtains 


detailed accounts of different methods 
of seasoning, both open-air servsening 
and by kiln-drying; the results of sea- 
soning tests in differeat parts «f the 


country and with différent timbers; 
tests with telephone poles, ete. The 
bulletin will be of special interest to 
railroad mgn who have followed the 


experiments with close attention.

The locomotive is of heavily plated 
gold, and the bell, whistle and driving 
are solid goid. The trim- 
mings are silver. The tocomotive 
is six and a half inches long end the 
tender is three inches long. e hol 
is three-fourths of an inch in diam- 
eter, the smokestack is two and one- 
sixteenth inches hi-~ and the other 
parts are in proportion. Kerosene is 
used for fuel and steam is raised in 
less than two minutes. The whistle 
blows, the bell rings and every part of 
the locomotive works perfectly.—(New 
York World.

Strange Loop. 

s there is more or less interest just 
soe in the town of Jackson, Breathitt 
county, Ky., let me mention one fact 
in connection with the place which may 
have been overloo*eal in the rush. At 
Jacksoy, or in its immdiate environs, 
the small boy who finds it difficult to 
throw a stone across a vacant lot, or 
the baseball player who is making a 
record when he throws a bal! 115 yards, 
ean stand within a few feet of the 
Kentucky River and throw a stone or 
a ball soven miles down the stream, 
then turn around and throw one seven 
miles up stream. Doesnt seem to be 
possible, does it? Yet it is, and I have 
done it. Let me explain. The Ken- 
tucky River at this point runs among 
the hills, which are steep and rocky, 
and at Jackson it strikes the hills op- 
posite the town on the upper side and 
bounds back, so to speak, in a great 
loop around a territory of bottom land 
seven miles in circumference, coming 
back to the lower side of the sharp 
dividing ridge to within a few feet of 
itself seven miles above by the measure 
around. This ridge is 200 or 300 feet 
high, and is so narrow that one for 
209 or 300 yards on its top must walk 
carefully or he will slide into the water 
below. A tunnel sixty-eight feet long 
has been cut under the “saddle,” and a 
mill at the lower end gets seven miles 
of fall in sixty-eight feet. There are a 
good many ri¥ers with loops in therm, 
but I know of none equal to the Ken- 
tucky River at Jackson.—{New York 
Sun.

There is probably no mineralized dis- 
trict in the great Southwest that gives 
promise of greater richness than what 
is known as the Mojave desert, nor is 
there any that is so much abused by 
speculators. 

While it is true that there are impor- 
tant gold producers in th: Mojave 
Desert, and doubtless many rich de- 
posits not yet discovered by the pros- 
pector, there are hundreds of mining 
claims that have been recently staked 
out by speculators close to mineral- 
bearing regions thet have no real 
vaiue, and never will. On the strength 
of the close proximity of their loca- 
tions to proven fields, speculators and 
promoters have organized stock com- 
panies, several of which have their 
offices in this city, and are preparing 
to flood the East with worthless stocks. 
Same of these companies have capital- 
izations of several milllons, and 
through a well-organized system of 
Eastern agencies expect to dispose of 
their stock at 50 cents or better to 
Eastern investors who. have heard of 
the richness of some of the proven 
mines of the Mojave Desert. 

Prof. G. E. Bailey, a United States 
government engineer, recently visited 
the Mojave Desert, where be was much 
impressed with the indications of min- 
era! deposits. He predicted that the 
desert country would contribute to the 
world’s wealth of gold. But the rich 
ledges of the desert are as hard to find, 
or harder, than in other mineralized 
fields. 

ARIZONA DEVELOPMENTS.

deal. 

The prevailing opinion th northern 
oil circles is that the president of the 
S.P. is reaching out for other stock 
in the Associated, with a view to at- 
taining for himself a controlling in- 
terest in the combine. It is asserted 
that he realizes that the railroads, the 
Southern Pacific in particular, require 
a supply of oil that can be depended 
upon for years. Oil as a railroad fuel 
has come to stay, and the great trans- 
continental lines cannot afford to be 
placed in a position where they may 
tind themselves handicapped for lack 
of oll, and again compelled to use 
coal. In view of this it is argued that 
he has considered the probability tnat 
while his company is using much oil 
there are likely to be heavy dividends 
coming in from the Associated stock. 

It is also reported that the Santa Fé 
is somewhat perturbed over the prob- 
ability of the Southern Pacific getting 
centrol of the Associated. This fur- 
ther emphasizes the fact that the rail- 
roads are clamoring for oil and are 
going to use much more than the pro- 
ducers can guarantee to supply. 

The lines under Mr. Harriman’'s von- 
trol, including the Southern Pacifie, 
Central Pacific and Union Pacific sys- 
tems, will use oll «, far east as the 
Rocky Mountains 4 El Paso, and 
will undoubtedly consume of] produced 
by the Associated. This, so wise ones

On the other hand, there are inany 
reasons why it would be to the advan- 
tage of the Standard Oil Company to 
absorb the combine. “Of course, Hare 
riman may be mixed up in the deal,” 
eaid a local oil man yester- 
day, “but |i is hardly likely that he is 
acting for himself or his companies. 
It would be more likely that he is the 
agent for the Standard and that the 
Southern Pacific is in harmony.”

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PIPE AND TANK MEN’S LONGING 
NOT GRATIFIED. 


Members of the Pipe Makers’ Union 
Strike for Shorter Day Without 
Shorter Wages but Shops They Left 
Are Still Doing Business. 


k About 139 union pipe and tank make 
ers walked out of local shops yester- 
day. They struck on the refusal ef the 
empioyers to grant them an eight- 
hour day on the nine-hour pay wh 
they have been receiving. ° 

Although the companies are some- 
what hampered by the sudden walkout, 
their business is not at a standstill by 
any means. Al! of the employés of the 
class involved did not walk out, and 
work continues on orders already in, 
while there is plenty of help in view 
should the strike continue. 

The companies most affected are 
Thompson & Boyle, the Lacy Company, 
Consolidate Pipe Company, Baker 
Iron Works and the Los Angeles Manu- 
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facturing Company. These employers 
state that they have no idea of yield- 
ing to the strikers, and that they in- 
tend to continue business exactly as 
they have in the past. 

H. D. Thompson, president of the 
Thompson & Boyle Company, said yes- 
terday: “‘We haye no intention of ace 
for an eight- 
hour day on the present schedule of 
nine hours’ pay.| As soon as we ade 
just ourselves to the new conditions 
eur business will go on as = before, 
compromise or consultation 
with the strikers’ agents. All the pipe 
and tank makers did not walk out; we 
have half a dozen old men still at 
work ourselves, and no one anticipates 
any trouble in recruiting the working 
forces.”’ | 

Yesterday the union to which the 
strikers belong issued an “appeal t6 
the public,”’ wherein they set forth that 
“owing to the distressing nature of the 
labor’ they are performing as pipe and 
tank makers of Los Angeles, and 
“owing to the fact that several trades- 
unions and public officials perform but 
eight hours’ work daily,” they have 
the indisputable right to an eight-hour 
day and the same pay therefor which 
they are now rgeeiving for nine hours 
of work.
